No. 13018|3|84-AJSa).—The following Rule 2 
may be substituted for Rule 2 in the Examination 
Rules of the Civil Services Examination Rules, 1985, 
published under Notification No. 13018]3|84-AIS(i), 
dated 8-12-1984 in Part I, Section 1 of the Gazette 
of India Extraordinary dated 8-12-1984 . 

“2. A candidate shall be required to indicate in 
his|her application form for the Main Exa¬ 
mination his|her order of preferences for 
various serviccs|posts for which he would 
like to be considered for appointment in 


case he is reco mm ended for appointment by 
the Union Public Service Commission. 

A candidate who wishes to be considered lor 
1AS|IPS shall be required to indicate in his| 
her application if he | she would like to be 
considered for allotment to the State to 
which he | she belongs in case hej she is ap¬ 
pointed to the IAS | IPS. 

No request lor revision, alteration or change m 
the preferences indicated by a candidate in 
respect of services for which he|she would 
like to be considered, would be considered 
unless the request for such revision, altera¬ 
tion or change is received m the Office of 
the U P.S.C. within 10 days from die date 
of publication of the final result of the Civil 
Seivices Examination in the Employment 
News (17 days in the case of candidates re¬ 
siding in Assam, Meghalaya, Arunacl al Pra¬ 
desh, Mizoram, Manipur, Nagaland, Tri¬ 
pura, Sikkim, Ladakh Division ot J k K 
State, Lahul & Spiti District of Himachal 
Pradesh, Andman & Nicobar Islands 
Lakshdweep and for candidates residing 
abroad). No communication from the Com¬ 
mission or from the Government of India 
would be sent to the candidates askir g them 
to indicate their revised preferences for the 
various Services after they have submitted 
their application. 

Note Candidate is advised to indicate all the scr- 
vices|pos>ts in the order of preferences m 
his|her application form I n case he | she 
does not give any preference for any ser- 
vicelpost or does not include certain ser- 
vices|posts m the application form it will be 
assumed that he|she has no specific prefe¬ 
rence for those serviccs|posts, and in that 
event helshe shall be allocated to any of the 
remaining scrvices|posts in which there are 
vacancies after allocation of candidates ac¬ 
cording to the services |posts of their prefe¬ 
rences In making such allocation the can¬ 
didate shall be considered first for Group ‘A’ 
Service!post and then for Group ‘B’ Servicel 
post.”
